NEW YORK, June 19 (AP)— 
Frank Erickson, boss of a nation- 
wide, multi-million-dollar book- 
making empire, pleaded guilty to 
gambling charges that could send 
him to prison for 60 years. 

The pudgy gambling czar, who 
never spent a day in jail in his 
life, entered the plea as he was 
brought into special sessions 
court for trail. He was continued 
in $10,000 bail. 

Reports circulated that Erick- 
son made the guilty plea to pro- 
tect wealthy, big-money -bettors. 
About 25 of them had previously 
been on hand to testify at his 
trial. 

District Attorney Frank Hogan 
said he would demand “the stiff- 
est sentence” possible when Erick- 
son is returned to court next 
Monday for sentencing. 

A Year, $500 on Each Count. 

The 54-year-old gambler, who 
admittedly netted $100,000 profits 
from his $12,500,000-a-year coast-

His attorney, Sol Gelb, told 
Justice Nathan B. Perlman that 
the defendant wished to withdraw 
his not-guilty plea, and plead 
guilty to the one count of con- 
spiracy and 59 counts of book- 
making. 

Erickson, dressed in a dark blue 
suit with white pencil stripes and 
a light gray tie, stood beside the 
defense table as his attorney en- 
tered the plea. 

After Gelb entered the plea, the 
judge turned to Erickson and 
asked: “Does the defendant plead 
guilty to each of the 60 counts?” 

“Yes,” Erickson replied. 

Face Emotionless. 

His fingers pressed hard against 
the table top, but his face ap- 
peared without emotion. 

There are reports that Erickson 
pleaded guilty in an attempt to 
lessen his penalty, although his 
attorney had maintained up to 
the time of the trial that the 
defendant would not do so. 

Some of the business men-bet- 
tors who were to testify had 
placed bets up to $15,000 on a 
single race and none of them 
wished to tell about their betting 
activities before the court. 

Witnesses More Nervous. 

As a matter of fact, they were 
more nervous than Erickson, who 
sat wide-eyed in court without 


changing his startled expression. | 


The business men who were 
Erickson’'s best customers fidgeted 
in the courtroom, outside, in the 
lobby and in a special room for 
witnesses. They talked in hushed

TAX GUT ON ECONOMY 
UIGARETTES LOSES OUT 


House Committee Reverses 
Itself, Clears Way for Cor- 
poration Levy Vote.

RENT CONTROL BILL 


Measure Calls for Exten- 
sion Through 1950 
With Provision for 6 
Months More if Sought 
by Communities. 


PROPOSAL SHORT 
OF TRUMAN REQUEST 


House Is Expected to Act 
First on Final Version, 
Possibly Tomorrow — 
Passage Likely Before 
Law Expires.

WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP)— 
A cempromise extension of fed- 
eral rent controls through 1950, 
and for another six months in 
communities which want them, 
was agreed on today by a confer- 
ence committee of the Senate and 
House. 

The two branches of Congress 
still must approve the measure. 
The House will act first, possibly 
tomorrow. 

There was every indication that 
the completed bill will be on 
President Truman's desk well be- 
fore June 30, when the present 
law expires. 

No doubts have been voiced 
that Truman will sign the bill, al- 
though it falls short of the full 
one-year extension he had urged 
in a special message to Congress. 

Senate Version of Bill. 

The Dec. 31, 1950, termination 
date for controls in communities 
which do not take positive action 
to extend them through June 30, 
1951, was contained in a. bill 
which the Senate passed a week 
The following day, the 
House approved a bill calling for 
seven months of controls, with 
another optional five months for 
areas which wanted them. 

This action brought a new fili- 
buster threat from Senator Cain 
(Rep.), Washington, the most vo- 
cal Senate opponent of rent con- 
trols. One of his speeches dure 
ing Senate debate on the bill last- 
ed more than 12 hours. 

Conferees’ Agreements. 

The conferees assigned to work 
out a compromise agreed today to 
accept the Senate detes. At the 
same time, they accepted a House 
provision to give counties the 
right to remove controls before 
Dec. 31.

Canadian Navy at Peak. 
The Royal Canadian Navy to- 
day represents a fleet far superior 
to any ever maintained by Canada 
in time of peace, and its com- 
manders are planning new exer- 
cises with United States Navy 
ships and planes at both Atlantic 
and Pacific ports. The Canadian 
Navy, whose major unit is the 
aircraft carrier Magnificent, spe- 
cializes in anti-submarine war- 
fare. ; 
Canadian and American fight- 
ers, anti-aircraft guns and radar 
all constitute major segments of 
the long-range plan for defend- 
ing North America against future 
enemy atomic attacks, especially 
by way of the Arctic frontier. 
This lineup is making it neces- 
sary for Canada to provide the 
“ground plant”—a big order for a 
nation with a total population of 
about 14,000,000, which is not 
much greater than that of New 
York City and its surrounding 
towns.

said today United States news- 
papers are using up newsprint 
faster than they can get it, with 
no sign of a slackening demand. 
Cranston Williams, general man- 
ager of the A.N.P.A., said in tes- 
timony prepared for House mo- 


nopoly investigators that, “while 
there have been no instances re- 
ported of United States newspa- 
pers having to suspend publica- 
tion because of a lack of news- 
print, the available supply is be- 
coming increasingly tight. 


newsprint in the hands of pub- 
lishers reporting to our associa- 
tion were down to an average of 
30 days’ supply. The average at 
the end of May for the past 10 
years was 40 days’ supply.” 
Williams was called for testi- 
mony by a House Judiciary sub- 
committee headed by Representa- 
tive Celler (Dem.), New York. 
Williams said the Coosa river 
newsprint mill near Birmingham,, 
Ala., which began _ production 
this year, is easing the supply 
problem a little. He said it will 
take two years before two other 
proposed mills—one in Colorado 
and one in Arkansas—could 
start production. Canada also is 
planning two mills. (The Coosa 
river mill is an undertaking in 
which several newspapers, in- 
cluding the Post-Dispatch, have 
a investment.) 

John H. Perry, president of 
Western Newspaper Union, told 
the committee that, if American 
publishers continue to be “pun- 
ished by unreasonable newsprint 
prices” they must look to devel- 
opment of a paper industry here 
at home. 

He said “excessive prices for 
newsprint” by Canadian suppliers 
will eventually force expansion of 
the comparatively new paper in- 
dustry in the South and South- 
west. 

Perry accused Canadian news- 
print manufacturers, chief. sup- 
pliers to the United States pub- 
lishing industry, of removing their 
records from the United States to 
forestall a repetition of anti-trust 
suits successfully prosecuted after 
World War I. 

He told the committee: 

“This .removal of the records 
from the watchful eye of the De- 
partment of Justice, and of the 
investigating committees of Con- 
gress, if allowed to continue with- 
out any recourse, is a very seri- 
ous handicap to the American 
newsprint manufacturers’ and 
probably accounts in certain 
measure for the decrease in pro- 
duction of newsprint in the Amer- 
ican mills.”

Since all nations equipped with 
A-bombs are vulnerable to atom- 
ic attack, Dr. Compton said, ‘“‘this 
situation will make each nation 
think seriously before engaging 
in any type of action that would 
call for armed retaliation.” 

He asserted “all the world 
knows” that the United States 
would not start a war, because 
“our advantage lies in maintain- 
ing a stable and _ prosperous 
world.”

Oppression in one part of the 
world means imminent danger to 
all, and no man can feel truly 
free when others are forced into 
slavery.” 

Peacetime Use of Atom. 

Forecasting many peacetime 
uses for atomic energy, he cau- 
tioned that “we must be prepared 
to wait for a number of decades 
before it is an economic com- 
petitor with coal and water 
power.” 

Besides the danger of war, the 
world faces “a second danger, 
economic disaster,” Dr. Compton 
said. 

He asserted the continued 
growth of science is necessary to 
support the increase in global 
population as natural resources 
decline. 

“If we will devote ourselves to 
giving an opportunity for all per- 
sons to grow to their full stature, 
the military and economic dan- 
gers before us will be met,”. he 
said. 

“A free society can endure only 
as long as its citizens unite in 
placing the common welfare above

BY 2 SENATE UNITS 


Committees Refuse to‘Dip 


Into European Recov- 
ery Funds — Favor 
Curb on Use of Money. 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP)— 
Two Senate committees formally 
approved a $1,222,500,000 foreign 
arms program today but refused 
to dip into European recovery 
funds for part of the cost. 


The Foreign Relations and 
Armed Services Committees 
voted 12 to 0 to continue for a 
second year the program to re- 
arm non-Communist nations. 

Chairman Connally (Dem.,), 
Texas, of the Foreign Relations 
group said he would try to get a 
Senate vote on the measure next 
Thursday if possible. 


April on Curb. 


The Senators agreed to limit 
the President's power to give 
arms aid to nations outside the 
North Atlantic pact. As the 
measure originally was drafted, 
he would have had authority to 
re-arm any nation if he deemed 
it in the interest of American 
security. The revised bill limits 
this aid to Western Europe. 

Senator Lodge (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, sought to pin an amend- 
ment on the bill which would 
have diverted $100,000,000 of 
European recovery funds to the 
arms program. Connally said 
this was rejected “by a strong 
vote.” 


Provisions of Measure. 


The measure authorizes: 

One billion dollars in arms and 
equipment for the North Atlantic 
pact nations, plus $250,000,000 in 
equipment to be transferred from 
United States surplus _§ stocks; 
$131,500,000 for Greece, Turkey 
and Iran; $75,000,000 for the 
China area; $16,000,000 for the 
Republic of Korea and the 
Philippines. 

The China area funds include a 
secret fund of $7,500,000 for which 
Truman would not be required to 
give any accounting. On another 
$27,500,000 he would be required 
to report confidentially only to the 
congressional committees dealing 
with foreign affairs and _ the 
armed forces. On the $40,000,000 
balance of China area funds, he 
would report to Congress in the 
usual manner to explain how the 
funds were used. 

Connally said the committees 
eased the restrictions on arms 
purchases by friendly nations. Un- 
der the new bill, he said, they 
would not be~-required to pay 
cash on-the-barrelhead on arms 
orders but could pledge securities 
or otherwise arrange satisfactory 
credit.

Britain’s Labor Party seems to have slammed the 
door on any hope that the crystallization of the Schu- 
man Plan would find the British government ready to 
join the combine. The party’s executive committee 
rejects the plan out of fear of a super-government. It 
would be rash, nevertheless, to jump to the conclusion 
that the decision is final with Britain. The Schuman 


Plan has excited a lively interest across party lines , 


there. All thé Liberals are for it, and, though they have 
only 9 seats, they still have a following which gave them 
2,500,000 votes at the last election. Favorable, too, is a 
sizable segment of the Conservative Party. Even the 
Laborites are (or were) divided, for, in spite of the 
xenophobic Mr. Bevin, Premier Attlee was quick to ac- 
cept the principle, and he probably voiced the view of 
some of the rank-and-file. Doubtless, however, the party 
in Parliament will close ranks behind its executive com- 
mittee. In that event the Schuman Plan may present 
the parties in Britain with an issue at a time wnen to 
all intents and purposes issues have been set aside in a 
kind of informal understanding giving all the appear- 
ance of a coalition. Such a development vould be highly 
significant in view of the slender Labor majority. 


Power-Mad Planners 


It is clear from this decision that the Labor Party is 
under the dominance of economic planners who are 
simply applying the logic of their position. Planners 
don’t like to share control. They are the boss of society. 
With rigid powers over the home market, allocating raw 
materials, factory space, machines, labor, and invest- 
ment, they must keep up barriers between themselves 
and the outside world lest “chaos” (meaning freedom of 


‘ choice) be introduced into the domestic system. Thus 


imports from abroad and currency relations with abroad 
have to be controlled. To be sure, the Labor Party says 
the plan might be considered favorably if all the Euro- 
pean countries were Socialist. But this is plainly an ex- 
cuse for nonparticipation. The game was given away at 
a recent conference of the Socialist parties in Europe at 
Copenhagen. At that meeting the British Labor Party 
alone maintained that the proposed steel and. coal 
authority should be intergovernmental, so that ifs de- 
cisions would be in fact the subject of dickering among 
delegates and not made in its own name. What would 
that mean? Clearly a Europe committed to a jealous 
group of rival planners all determined that, whatever 
else happened, their own populations would be fully 
employed. Under such auspices Europe would be fore- 
doomed to chaos. 


Oratory Failed European Unity 


Mr. Schuman’s concept is dramatically opposed to 
British Labor’s. What he envisages is a board that 1s 
supranational, not international. It would make such 
decisions as what plants to improve and what plants to 
shut down for keeping abreast of an expanding market. 
The test would be the most economical use of resources, 
so as to bring down prices and sell the product in Europe 
and abroad. But the subsidiary decisions of buying and 
selling would be made by the market—something that 
planners cannot tolerate. This is the economics side of 
the Schuman proposal. It is, however, the politics of the 
proposal that is the main and exhilarating element in it. 
Mr. Schuman decided that oratory has had its chance 
of bringing unity to Europe and has failed and that the 
time had come for action—and action at the point of 
crucial contact. He finds that the Laborites in England 
have never bothered to grapple with the unity problem, 
or to take it seriously. They forget that both the French 
and the Germans have provided for the partial aban- 
donment of sovereignty in their constitutions, and that 
the Schuman Plan thus amounts to implementation. 


Unmasking Socialist Lip Service 


Mr. Schuman has brought the divergences in Europe 
to a head; he has presented the British with a choice. 
The Labor Party has made its own answer—and this is 
that unity is merely an ideal to which to give lip service, 
not one to be realized. It wants room to pursue its own 
autarchic policies, which, in the final analysis, mean an 
effort to get prosperity at somebody else’s expense. 
With this decision the Labor Party will stand convicted | 
of trying to re-create the world of Dr. Schacht which 
brought on the last war. The question remains to be 
answered whether the British people will agree with 
the Labor Party. Now more than ever Mr. Schuman’s 
hand needs to be upheld by the United States, lest the 
French, with Britain out of the combination, yield to 
fear of German predominance, and back away from 
pursuit of an initiative which is the only statesmanlike 
action to come out of Europe since the war ended.

The surrender was an almost 
exact duplication of Winchell’s 
success of 1939 in persuading 
Louis (Lepke) Buchalter, one of 
the heads of a notorious gang 
sometimes referred to as Murder, 
Inc., to give himself up. Buch- 
alter later was electrocuted at 
Sing Sing prison. 

Lurye, 40, was fatally stabbed 
iri a phone booth in the lobby of 
a building in Manhattan’s gar- 
ment center. He had been direct- 
ing a campaign to organize non- 
union shops, and his death 
touched off one of the biggest 
manhunts ine New York’s history. 
Nearly 100 police and detectives 
worked on the case, resulting in 
the indictments against Macri, a 
shop partner, and Giusto.

1952 Bad Setup for G.O.P. 

It is quite easy to demonstrate 
that this is so. The situation is 
derived from the peculiarities of 
the American constitutional sys- 
tem. This year there are twenty- 
three Democrats up for re-elec- 
tion, and thirteen Republicans. 
Thus this is a reasonably good 
year for the Republicans, even 
though only ten of the Democrats 
are considered vulnerable. 
1952 is a perfectly horrible year 
for the Republicans, as far as the 
Senate is concerned. 

In the first place, barring acci- 
dents, there will be twenty or 
twenty-one Republican Senators 
risking their seats, and only elev- 
en or twelve Democrats. (‘The 
numbers vary because Connecti- 
cut will vote this fall on the Sen- 
ate seat, now held by the Demo- 
crat William Benton by appoint- 
ment, which expires in 1952.) 
Moreover, not more than a couple 
of the Democratic seats—if that— 
are vulnerable. It is only neces- 
sary to call the roll of the states 


in which the Democrats will be | 


running to understand just how 
horrible 1952 will be for the Re- 
publicans. 

These states are Virginia, New 
Mexico, Texas, Florida, West Vir- 
ginia, Arizona, Tennessee, Mary- 
land, Mississippi, Wyoming, 
Rhode Island and possibly Con- 
necticut. In at least ten of these 
states, the Republican party is 
hardly more than a joke. 

Double Miracle Needed. 


Thus, however strong the Re- 
publican candidate may be in 
1952, it will require a sort of 


double miracle for the Republi- | 
cans to hold all twenty of their | 


seats, and at the same time to 
pick up a couple of extra seats 
from the Democrats. And even 
this double miracle would not 
give the Republicans control of 
the Senate, unless the Republi- 
cans can make a net gain of at 
least five places this November.

These preparations came _ to 
light yesterday when a German 
magazine published pictures of a 
winding highway around famed 
Lorelei mountain on the Rhine 
river in the French zone. The 
pictures showed a row of holes 
being drilled in the road and then 
covered with concrete caps. Ex- 
plosive charges dropped into the 
holes would tumble the highway 
into the Rhine at one of its nar- 
rowest points. 

American headquarters declined 
to comment. But a French source 
in the Koblenz area said: “It is 
not only on this route on which 
such measures are taken and not 
only the French who are making 
such preparations. It is the Al- 
lied High Command which or- 
dered this.” 

Plans have been in the books 
for more than a year for Allied 
occupation forces in Western Ger- 
many to fight a delaying action, 
if trouble comes. 

The plans call for evacuation of 
civilians as rapidly as possible. 
Emergency signals have been 
given all dependents of United 
States Army and Air Force of- 
ficials to be prepared to pull out 
if and when an alarm is flashed. 
Indications are that the West- 
ern defense chiefs have drawn up 
a master plan for similar defense 
preparations in other European 
countries. 

The pictures touched off a fu- 
ror in the Russian-controlled East 
German press. The Communist 
newspapers did not mention any 
possibility of a Russian attack, 
but declared the planned destruc- 
tions were “part of an American 
aggressor’s plan to march against 
the Soviet Union.” One newspaper 
said the Americans are preparing 
to follow Hitler’s “scorched earth” 
policy.

Desperate If Reforms Are Made

But there is at present no such 
bold attack on problems of devel- 
opment, Instead, ugly new 
growths are forming on a war- 
ravaged colonial-style economy in 
which all the worst abuses of a

Both business and government 
in the Philippines function for the 
most part like a leech on the body 
politic, sucking its substance and 
giving it nothing back. 


Economic Picture. 


The bare bones of the economic 
picture can be sketched as fol- 
lows: | 

1. Between 1946 and the end of 
1940, the Philippines imported 
goods at about two and a half 
times the prewar rates, while its 
exports reached only 80 per cent 
of its prewar volume. Serious im- 
port controls were imposed only 
in the last few months. 


2. The adverse balance was cov- 
ered primarily by American dis- 
bursements of various kinds, to- 
taling $1,800,000,000. Some of this 
money went to rebuild buildings, 
roads and bridges. However, the 
bulk of it returned.to the United 
States to pay for imports, much of 
it food, no small part of it luxury 
goods. Only an estimated 12 per 
cent went for capital goods, and 
an additional 18 per cent for raw 
materials that went into construc- 
tion. There was a spree of a kind. 

There was aiso prodigal waste 
and some monumental thievery, 
as in the notorious case of the 


ted with millionaires who grew in 
the surplus dumps. Its merchants 
made a fortune out of the import 
business. Except for rehabilitation 
of the sugar industry, aad some 
rebuilt structures, there is little 
else to show. American payments 
are down to $218,000,000 this year 
and will drop to $100,000,000 or 
less next year.

Industries Gain Slowly. 


3. Filipino industries have come 
back slowly.

Copra and vegetable oil 
products have taken first place in 
exports, but the high prices for all 
these products have not brought 
the quick growth that might have 
been expected. Food crops have 
been good, but food imports have 
been heavy, nonetheless. The 
prospect for next year in this re- 
spect is better, in view of a carry- 
over of 50,000 tons of rice. 


4. Gold reserves slid from 
$409,000,000 at the beginning of 
1949 to $251,000,000 last Dec. 8 
when exchange control was finally 
instituted. ‘(An estimated $80,- 
000,000 simply fled in the last 
quarter before controls were put 
on.) With the controls relatively 
well administered, there has been 
a slight improvement to May 31, 
with stocks of dollars at $260,000,- 
000. If import controls work with- 
out undue abuse and dollars are 
kept in hand, a belt-tightenimg 
improvement is promised this 
year. 

5. Government expenditures, le- 
gitimate and illegitimate, have 
soared. The budget is nearly five 
times prewar size. A year ago the

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A Mark of a City 

Both the Kaufmann and Darst administrations 
are entitled to the appreciation of the people of 
St. Louis for the survey of grade crossings and 
recommendations as to which of these poten- 
tial death traps should be eliminated first. It 
is the non-political kind of public work, in the 
interests of safety, which citizens expect of their 
municipal government. 

This survey was underfaken, as Post-Dispatch 
readers will remember, in the final months of 
the Kaufmann Administration. At that time no 
one was even sure as to how many grade cross- 
ings existed within the city limits. Estimates 
ranged all the way from 190 to “more than 400.” 
Moreover, though New York was rapidly push- 
ing its elimination program toward completion, 
St. Louis was actually beginning to lose ground. 
In five years only two major separations were 
put through. Meantime, the City Hall author- 
ized two new crossings, at street level, on resi- 
dential street extensions. 

How urgently the survey was needed is proved 
by the illuminating statistics which it presents. 
Instead of the 167 grade crossings announced 
by the Department of Streets and Sewers in 
1944, there are, so.the new survey reports, ac- 
tually 289. While most of these are on river- 
front tracks, used largely for switching, still at 
least 87 are elsewhere in the city—in business 
areas, in residential sections and so on. 

Not all the 87 are equally hazardous. The 
survey properly checks both highway and rail 
traffic and relates these to determine which are 
the most dangerous. All-around agreement makes 
the series of six Missouri Pacific crossings on 
Poplar street, from Second to Seventh, the worst 
of all. Fortunately, the force of public opinion 
has been brought against this daily hazard and 
plans are in progress, with the promise of an 
early start on construction. 

After this major project in the near down- 
town area, the survey lists four others of press- 
ing importance for high priority: 

1. Missouri Pacific—Oak Hill branch at 

South Broadway. : 


2. Missouri Pacific—main line and pro- 
posed extension of McCausland avenue. 


3. Missouri Pacific—main line and South- 


west avenue. 
4. Wabash—main line and Sarah street. 


Still there is no telling where death will strike 
at one of these outmoded crossings of rail and 
motor traffic. In 1944, a bus of the Public 
Service Co., collided with a Wabash train at 
Etzel avenue. This crossing would not have 
been described as the most dangerous in the 
city. Yet 14 people lost their lives. It was one 
of the worst traffic accidents in the city’s history. 

It is only fair to point out, as the survey does, 
that many grade crossings on the riverfront are 
on dead-end streets, and do not deserve, cer- 
tainly not at this time, to be listed for costly 
separation projects. However, it must be re- 
membered that the riverfront is going to play 
a new role in the life of St. Louis within a few 
years. Crossings now on dead-end streets, in 
essentially industrial areas, may well find them- 
selves carrying much more than slow-moving 
truck traffic in the near future. In any case, 
as the report shows, many of these crossings 
can and should be better protected today. 

St. Louis now has a grade-crossing survey 
and a grade-crossing elimination plan, subject, 
of course, to refinement and change, as amend- 
ments are required. This city can now begin 
to catch up with New York, Los Angeles, In- 
dianapolis and other communities which for 
years have been systematically at work remov- 
ing these death traps. 

Let this be said again: 
Kaufmann and Darst administrations that they 
have responded to this life-and-death community 
need. They have given St. Louis one of the 
indispensable marks of a big city. 
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Gold Bricks and Dead Men’s Chests 


Worried about inflated taxes, or dollar gaps? 
The National Geographic Society may have 
the answer for you. 

It is reasonably sure at least $600,000,000, and 
maybe as much as $2,000,000,000, is lying around 
just waiting to be picked up. And there aren't 
any currency exchange restrictions attached. It’s 
all in good, negotiable gold and silver. The only 
trouble is that it has to be picked up from 
beneath the bounding main, because much of 
it represents Spain’s doubloon gap of a few 
centuries ago. 

There is $120,000,000 in precious metal at 
Vigo Bay, Spain, where British and Dutch men- 
of-war ganged up on a Spanish armada in 1702. 
Some $63,500,000, sunk by a 1715 hurricane, is 
on the ocean floor off Long Cay, Fla.; $4,000,000 
under New York’s East river, and $15,000,000 
off Lewes, Del. 

For all this the society vouches, and it isn’t 
relying on Captain Kidd’s original map, either. 
No yo-ho-ho nor even a bottle of rum is needed. 
Just a backer, and the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, which seems to have a taste for 
freebooters and a zestful gamble, could solve 
that problem. 
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Trouble in the Philippines 

Is the Philippine Government in danger of 
collapse? Gen. Carlos Romulo, the republic's 
highly respected foreign secretary, writes that 
there is no imminent danger and insists that 
American press reports have been exaggerated. 
Yet William Gray cabled Time Magazine that 
“the Philippines can be lost, as China was.” 

These two statements allow for considerable 
difference as to the degree of danger, but not 
for much reassurance that there is none. 

The Communist-led Hukbalahap guerrillas are 
the most conspicuous threat, but there is also a 
loss of public confidence in the Government 
conceded by the Manila press. “At no other 
time in the history of the country,” the Manila 
Chronicle says, “have the people so completely 
lost their faith and confidence...” 

Two elements have contributed to the Gov- 
ernment’s loss of prestige. One is a growing 
deficit and the other is corruption. 

Filipinos first learned of the Government's 
huge deficit last summer. By the end of this 
year, the deficit*'may amount to $200,000,000, 
or 10 times what it was a year ago. The debt 
has risen in spite of more than two billion dol- 
lars in postwar American aid. Some of this 
assistance, in the form of surplus military prop- 
erty, was dissipated by what Mr. Gray calls 


“a gigantic swindle.” 


President Quirino recently appointed a special 
commission to investigate graft. The chairman 
is Vice President Lopez, a vigorous critic of 
official corruption. The commission's task will 
be to look into such matters as trafficking in 
government-owned beer by Jose Avelino, Senate 
president.

If the special commission succeeds in driving 
graft from the Government, it will be easier 
for President Quirino to win publie support for 
economic reforms. Until corruption is checked, 
and until there is a sound economic policy, the 
success of the new democracy in the Philip- 
pines will remain in doubt. 
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Introductions Are in Order 


All of us have heard of people so well known 
they need no introducticn, but there are also 
a large number of people who, though well 
known, need practically nothing but introduc- 
tions. William Molasky, for instance, the rac- 
ing news distributor, of this city. Mr. Molasky 
has never met Gov. Smith, to whose campaign 
he contributed $2500. 

Gov. Smith, in his turn, scarcely knew the 
late Charles Binaggio, the well known racketeer 
and Democratic political boss of Kansas City, 
who supported him for Governor. Neither did 
the Governor know Wolf C. Rimann, slain rack- 
eteer who managed his Kansas City campaign 
and contributed $3500 to his campaign fund. To 
go on, Mr. Binaggio was altogether unknown to 
Joseph L. (“Bombie”) Spicuzza, the well known 
produce dealer and Fifth Ward Republican boss. 

Senator Edward J. (Jellyroll) Hogan, the well 
known legislator, who has been in and out of 
the various maneuvers to install complacent 
police boards in Missouri's cities, never knew 
practically anybody. There is a serious epi- 
demic of unacquaintedness in this state. It’s 
going on in Jefferson City, in Kansas City, in 
St. Louis. 

Not only do people not know anybody, they 
don’t know anything—not only in Missouri but 
elsewhere as well—and this also impedes in- 
vestigation into organized gambling and its al- 
liance with crime. Mr. Molasky, there, doesn’t 
even know how to read a racing form. Couldn't 
do it if he had to. Frank Costello, the New 
York rackets king, turned out under questioning 
to be an innocent-minded business man. Ed- 
ward J. McBride, “sole owner” of Continental 
Press Service, national racing news agency, is 
a student at the University of Florida, who lacks 
the least idea about sophisticated things like 
gambling syndicates. 

We do not require Mrs. Post’s advice as to 
what the etiquette of the occasion calls for. To 
any person of good taste and gentle manners it 
must be apparent that a lot of people need to 
be introduced to each other, and then some 
of them need to be introduced to a judge. 
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Time to Build in Columbia 

A recent letter to the editor pointed out that 
some of the graduates of Missouri University’s 
two-year medical course have not yet been able 
to gain admission to:other medical schools in 
which they might finish their training. This, 
in our opinion, is one of the very best arguments 
for establishing a four-year medical school in 
Columbia. Such a school also would be a 
major contribution toward overcoming the na- 
tion’s shortage of doctors. 

That shortage is most manifest in rural areas. 
So the university’s curators are right in their 
determination to build in Columbia rather than 
in Kansas City. Even if he comes from a rural 
home, the medical student in a city school is 
tempted to settle in the city. Urban advan- 
tages make their impression on him. By the 
same token, a rural school would naturally tend 
to emphasize the advantages of rural practice. 
And, it would be a big help to established rural 
doctors and to their patients. 

In developing a four-year course in Columbia, 
the curators would not start from _ scratch. 
Columbia already has more than a little in the 
way of teaching and hospital facilities. Further- 
more, sound educators agree on the necessity for 
close co-ordination of a modern medical school 
with the other scientific branches of the univer- 
sity in which important research goes forward. 
A first-rate medical school cannot be just an 
isolated trade school. 

The curators, of course, are aware of all this. 
They want to build in Columbia. Considering 
the needs of state and nation, the next Legisla- 
ture should give them the green light. 
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Preparing for an Explosion 

The efficacy of rock dust in limiting many 
coal mine explosions to a small area in the 
mine has been demonstrated time and again. 
Rock dust was not applied properly and 111 min- 
ers were killed at Centralia, Ill. 

Yet, even with that knowledge clearly on 
the record, 64 per cent of the nation’s mines 
with coal dust hazards are not taking the 
trouble to allay the coal dust at its source, the 
Federal Bureau of Mines reports. A total of 
520 mines, 59 per cent of those which are 
hazardous because of coal dus{, are not even 
bothering to wet down the dust with water, 
much less do a proper job of rock-dusting. 

This miserable record was compiled by the 
operators at a period when there is a surplus 
of coal. With mines closing and production 
being curtailed, there can be no alibi now that 
the country’s need for coal prevented the op- 
erators from taking the time to be safe. 

Since the operators still are not keeping 
their mines safe, they must be compelled to 
do the job. State mine inspectors still are not 
bothering to do it. The only recourse is for 
Congress to enact the Price bill, which would 
give Federal mine inspectors power to enforce 
correction of the hazards they find. 
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Victory for Whom? 

The continuing rout of the Communists, and 
the continuing emergence of the Free Demo- 
crats as the party of the “respectable” right, are 
about the only clear results of the election in 
North Rhine-Westphalia, West Germany’s larg- 
est state and its industrial heart. 

The small vote polled by the chauvinist right 
wing looks like more of a victory for democ- 
racy than it actually is. For the strongholds of 
chauvinist nationalism are in the states of Lower 
Saxony and Bavaria, not the Ruhr. 

And voters, while approving a state constitu- 
tion including the principle of common owner- 
ship of heavy industry, gave a parliamentary 
majority, though not quite a majority of the 
votes cast, to the Christian Democrats and the 
Free Democrats, the two principal props of the 
right-wing Bonn coalition. 

This makes the position of Kari Arnold, lib- 
eral leader of the Christian Democrats in the 
state and of the liberal wing of the party na- 
tionally, extremely shaky. The conservative vic- 
tory may mean that Chancellor Adenauer and 
his right wing of the Christian Democrats will 
be able to oust Arnold. If so, the socialization 
articles in both the North Rhine-Westphalia 
and West German constitutions are likely to re- 
main dead letters,

The Depression That Didn’t Came 


— 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 
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In 1949 there were many signs of advancing depression, but it did 
not happen, business executive says; unemployment insurance was 
one important factor; its benefits helped to sustain many families, 
thus supported purchasing power and ‘continued production.

As 1949 advanced, there appeared many 
of the signs that in the old days pointed 
toward a depression. But it didn’t hap- 
pen. Why? 

Some people say it was the Marshall 
plan. Some say it was the speed with 
which American business management ad- 
justed plans and policies to meet the re- 
turn of severely competitive conditions. 
To my mind that’s only part of the an- 
swer, because this adjustment is in my 
opinion by no means complete. In _ eco- 
nomics you can reason backwards or for- 
wards, as you choose. 

Has it ever occurred to you that one 
of the factors that contributed to business 
stability when we needed it most was un- 
employment insurance? Remember what 
happened in the 1929-33 cycle? 

Men were laid off—and so they stopped 
buying. When men stopped buying there 
was less demand for goods, and so more 
men were laid off. When more men were 
laid off, they stopped buying, there was 
less demand for goods, more men were 
laid off, etc. This is the normal cumula- 
tive cycle of depression. 

But what happened in 1949? I talked, 
during the last two months, to some 50 
families in the income bracket of the typi- 
cal industrial employe, where I knew the 
breadwinner had been out of work a part 
of the year. 


No Fears of Spending 


I found that tn practically all of these 
families, in spite of layoffs, they had con- 
tinued to buy, on time, things like radios, 
refrigerators, etc., and in some instances 
even television sets and automobiles. In 
fact, I know of one case where a man 
who had been laid off for a part of the 
year had bought a home! 

I asked them, “How come?” The answer 
was this: 

Before there was any unemployment in- 
surance, a family didn’t dare buy anything 
when a man was laid off, because “you 
never knew how long it would be before 
any money was coming in.. But now, after 
two weeks, you know you are going to 
have enough to feed the family and to 
help out on rent, clothes, and real neces- 
sities; and the chances are a man will 
get back to work again before unemploy- 
ment insurance runs out. You may not 
even have to tap your savings account for 
any great amount.” 

And the fact is that right through this 
period, savings deposits in the country 
have kept on going up! 


I dug further for facts and figures. I 
found that as far as food requirements are 
concerned these families (averaging about 
312 persons per family) could “get by’ on 
$12 per week—less if they had a garden, 
a supply of home-canned food, etc. In 
Ohio, minimum unemployment compensa- 
tion is $10 per week and maximum, $25. 
In some states it is higher. This is as- 
surance of sustenance. 

But most important from a_ business 
standpoint was that unemployment insur- 
ance had abolished the fear of spending 
any money. Therefore the sale of prod- 
ucts still continued. Therefore volume of 
manufacture was maintained. Therefore 
more men were kept at work instead of 
being laid off. The typical cumulative de- 
pression cycle was not repeated. 

Employers pay the cost of unemploy- 
ment insurance. If the above reasoning 
is correct, it means that this is insurance, 
in fact, for the employer as well as for 
the employe. 


A Business Proposition 


During the first nine months of 1949, 
$1,232,000,000 was paid out in unemploy- 
ment insurance. One dollar spent in re- 
tail trade, as it flows back through the 
wholesaler and the manufacturer to the 
various suppliers of materials, services and 
labor, represents at least $10 in business 
transacted. On that basis, during the first 
half of 1949, unemployment insurance pay- 
ments helped sustain business volume to 
the extent of over 12 billion dollars. 


It is significant that unemployment in- 
surance is operated on a localized basis 
and administered by the various states un- 
der their respective rates and laws cover- 
ing this subject. Also, as you know, the 
greater the employment stability within a 
company, the lower rate that company 
need pay. This isn’t a Federal Govern- 
ment handout—and perhaps, as a strict- 
ly busjness proposition, a better idea than 
we had realized. 

However, unemployment insurance is 
merely one of many factors, and it lasts 
just so long. It has helped immensely in 
a crucial time, but meanwhile it is up to 
industry to get its house in order. 


The only sure long-term protection 
against a depression is the offering of bet- 
ter products to more people at prices they 
can afford to pay—as more and more peo- 
ple are realizing at this very moment. 

How about your business? It may be 
later than you think! 


Colleges and Tax Exemptions

“You mustn't tax this money because it 
is going to a good purpose” is essentially 
the argument on which a number of ques- 
tionable tax exemptions in educational 
and religious fields have been obtained. 

That argument is rejected in a decision 
by the United States Tax Court in New 
York which may help to bring a clarify- 
ing criterion to bear on this troubled sub- 
ject. 

A large macaroni manufacturing com- 
pany had been acquired and reorganized 
in such a way as to devote its earnings 
to the benefit of the New York University 
School of Law. The suit involved the 
question whether this company should pay 
the 38 per cent federal income tax re- 
quired of other business corporations. 

Judge J. Edgar,Murdock said for the 
court that the test of tax exemption is not 
the destination of the income but the 
source from which it is derived. 
seems a logical general rule. In this case 
he pointed out that the corporation in- 
volved does not operate the educational 
—s but is engaged in business for 
pr 


s 


As such, like other college-controlled 
businesses which have been growing in 
recent years, it is in competition with 
other ordinary businesses which pay the 
corporate income tax. A report to the 
Association of American Colleges last Jan- 
uary warned against an extension into en- 
terprises not connected with education. 


Private colleges are under pressure 
both to obtain greater endowments in the 
face of high taxes on private fortunes and 
to maintain returns on their investments 
in the face of low interest rates. There is 
merit in the proposal to allow larger de- 
ductions for gifts in computing individual 
income taxes than the 15 per cent now 
allowed for gifts. 


But there is equal or greater merit in 
the policy recommended by Harold E. 
Stassen, president of the University of 
Pennsylvania, to the Association of Ameri- 
can Colleges: “An educational or char- 
itable institution should not be entitled to 
income tax exemption for its business that 
any privately owned company does not 
get.” 


Between Book Ends 


Picture Book on Russia 


IF YOU WERE BORN IN RUSSIA, by Arthur Good- 
friend. (Farrar, Straus and Company, 192 pgs., $5.) 
Can the spirit and groceries, the ethos 
and mores of an American town—Middle- 
town—be captured in a picture book? 
Could all the subtleties that go into mak- 
ing an American and America be reduced 
to a set of pictures with captions? Would 
the result be either a montage of a pub- 
lic relations man’s conception of his client 
or an Erskine Caldwell special picture of 
a hard scrappling backwoods America? 
These are questions which any picture 
book avowing to show the essence of a 
nation will raise. Here is such a book 
on Russia and it purports to show what 
life in that country is like from cradle to 
grave for the aver- 
age Ivan and Sonya. 
I say purports by de- 
sign because I can- 
not tell if the life 
here presented is 
€% true or not. 
All the photographs 
in this book have a 
retouched quality. 
Not one of the 200 
illustrations could be 
called inspired. 
School children romp 
merrily through its 
pages, boys go to 
military school, girls 
like to jitterbug, peo- 
ple go to movies and plays, play hookey 
from work, marry and have children, and 
die. In this sea of banality scored with 
a matching 'prose, only a few chunks of 
solid facts emerge: The indoctrination of 
Communism begins early, Stalin is deified 
in school and home, shoes cost $57 a pair 
but sending your child to a nursery school 
so mother can work costs only $7 a month. 
But these facts mean little because they 
are not integrated into a larger scheme 
of living. The book also leans over back- 
wards to be objective but its selective ob- 
jectivity obscures deeper issues. The book 
makes us wonder “What Is Life in Russia 
Really Like” instead of answering the 
question. WALTER STILL.

CHARLES M. RICE DIES; 
LAWYER, CIVIC LEADER 


From Fame to Obscurity 


HEN I turned in at No. 221 N. Grand avenue—that’s St. Louis 
University—to ask for the famous man, no one seemed to know 
who he was or where I could find him. Finally, I was sent to 
the Registrar’s office, but even there two girls had to go into a 
huddle over a school directory 
before I was told that Prof. Kurt 
Schuschnigg could be found in 
Room 204. 
Twelve years ago, the headlines 
of the world’s newspapers were 
blazing with the name of the 
Chancellor of Austria, as he tried 
to prevent Adolf Hitler from 
marching into his country. Today 
he is living a life of quiet ob- 
scurity in St. Louis as a univer- 
sity teacher. In Room 204,° his 
little desk is lined up with 15 
other closely-packed ones. It is 
the faculty room for the Depart- 
ment of History and Government. 


There is nothing in Kurt 
Schuschnigg’s demeanor to indi- 
cate regret that the fame of yes- “C/! 
terday has been succeeded by the F 
obscurity of today. On the con- Schuschnigg 
trary, he exuded gaiety and old-fashioned charm as he breezed into 
Room 204 to greet those present and to apologize for being a few 
minutes late. He will be 53 in December, but his figure is trim and 


his face is unlined. 
* * * 


YET, FOR SEVEN YEARS, from Hitler's march into Austria until 
the end of World War II, Schuschnigg was a prisoner, suffering 
various degrees of degradation and mental torture at the hands of 
the Nazis. At the end, his death warrant was written and signed, 
but he survived long solitary confinement in Vienna and Munich, 
besides such death camps as Sachshausen and Dachau. 

Reading up on the horrors of Schuschnigg’s life, I was pre- 
pared to find a man cruelly marked both physically and mentally 
by the ordeals to which he had been subjected. But apparently, as 
in Kipling’s poem, he is a man who can survive both triumph and 
disaster. Nor is there anything heroic or theatrical in his manner; 
he is to all appearance a quiet and unassuming school teacher to 
whom the bloody past is dead and who revels in the peace and con- 
tentment which St. Louis has given him. 

* * * 

WHAT STICKS OUT in my mind, as | think back over the ex- 
Chancellor’s career. is his famous interview with Hitler just before 
the Anschluss in 1938. Schuschnigg was summoned to Berchtes- 
gaden, that lovely village where Hitler liked to stir his devil’s broth, 
to receive an ultimatum. Numerous stories drifted out of that 
meeting. Hitler was supposed to have chewed a rug. He was sup- 
posed to have spat in Schuschnigg’s face. And so on. 

The St. Louis. U. professor seemed loath to talk about the meet- 
ing at all. Some of the more lurid details aren't true, but for 10 
hours, with time out for meals, Hitler ranted and raved and de- 
manded Austria's capitulation. Schuschnigg thinks he was the first 


statesman to “be subjected to Hitler’s new style of diplomacy,” | 


which he defined as “discussion at the point of a gun.” For nine 
and a half hours, Schuschnigg held out, but, fearing that Hitler 
would march that very night, he finally agreed to the ultimatum, 
with reservations that Hitler, of course, later ignored. 

* * 

IT WAS SHORTLY AFTERWARD that Schuschnigg’s long con- 
finement began. One story at the time was that he was being 
slowly beaten to death by Nazi police.” This is not true. He wasnt 
touched. But he was isolated in a Vienna hotel room, with an SS 
guard present day and night. He was not allowed to read or, for 
the most part, to write. His living standard, as he puts it, was 
“minimum.” The worst part of it all was the indefiniteness. From 
day to day, week to week and month to month, this process of 
driving a man mad was kept up. In all, it lasted 19 months. After 
that, Schuschnigg spent two years in solitary confinement at Munich 
where, he recalls, life was “more pleasant.” There he did not have 
the SS guard breathing down his neck the time.

Farmers for Donnell. 


Allison uses these tricks repeat- 
edly to block the kind of measures 
that are supposedly at the heart 
of the Truman Fair Deal. He par- 
ticipated, for example, in obstruct- 
ing a move to open the state uni- 
versity to Negroes. The lower 
branch of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture has passed a non-segregation 
bill by a vote of 100 to 8. But 
this was bottled up in the Senate 
Committee on Education of which 
Allison is an influential member. 


The state’s new Constitution 
gave the Legislature a chance to 
pass a reasonable small-loan law, 
thereby ending the exorbitant in- 
terest rates charged by some 
companies. But here, too, Allison 
used his knowledge and influence 
to defeat the proposal. Perhaps 
his most serious handicap is his 
participation in the famous at- 
tempt of the Democrats in 1941 
to steal the governorship. 


The little clique of bosses and 
hirelings were frustrated in this 
plot. But Allison consistently 
voted with them. Because the 
plot to throw the governorship 
election into the strongly Demo- 
cratic legislature was foiled, Don- 
nell became Governor and went 
from there four years later to 
Washington. 


Some of his Republican col- 
leagues in the Senate here find 
Donnell fussy and meticulous to 
the point of being pettifogging. 
But he has added to his reputa-

Observers in Missouri believe 
the President’s man will win the 
Democratic nomination since he 
will get virtually all organization 
support through the Governor 
and the machine, or what remains 
of it, in Kansas City. Reluctantly 
the Political Action Committee of 
the CIO in St. Louis has gone 
along, passing a curious resolu- 
tion stating that “local offices 
should go to outstanding Demo- 
crats. But we do not agree the 
best way to accomplish this is by 
opposing President Truman.” 


Donnell Could Lose. 


In a race between Donnell and 
Allison, the general belief is that 
Donnell will have little trouble in 
winning. This view could be 
wrong—just as wrong as on that 
historic Nov. 3, 1948, when Harry 
S. Truman woke up in Independ- 
ence, Mo., to find himself re- 
elected President of the United 
States, as he says he always con- 
fidently expected he would be. 


In his home state, the Presi- 
dent, as national hero of his party, 
has never made any visible effort 
to clean up the corruption, or to 
raise the level of candidates in 
accord with his professed be- 
liefs.

While people sweltered on their

It was the same Cochran who 
-had lost a district tournament 
final only once—18 years ago— 
‘and then never lost another in six 


‘subsequent tests until Geiss 


showed that he could play the 
competitive match play game just 
as well and a bit better. 

Streak Ended in 1949. 


There have been years since 
1932, of course, when Cochran 
has been beaten before he reached 
the final. Only last year he was 
ousted from the tournament be- 
fore he could gain the title round 
in which he might have won his 
fifth consecutive crown. 

But it seemed that once Coch- 
ran came within smell of final 
victory, he was nearly unbeatable. 
Bryan Winter stopped him in 
youth in 1932, but then Less Slat- 
tery couldn't do it in 1933, Dick 
Bockenkamp couldn’t do it in 
1934, nor Ed Donohue in 1941, 
Jonas Weiss in 1946, Harry Le- 
Beau in 1947 and Tony Peluso in 
1948. 

Geiss, however, found the com- 
bination and he did it in time to 
beat Cochran at his best. For the 
day at least Cochran played as 
well as he ever had. He said so 
himself. And he was beaten in 
spite of his brilliant battling. The

Something 
had to snap then, as someone re- 
marked later, and it was Cochran, 
finally beaten at his own pres- 
sure game that had broken many 
mén before this. 

An expert with irons, Geiss 
socked an eight-iron that hung 
in the sky over the dew-drop par-3 
No. 13, the thirty-first hole played. 
The ball finally fell just seven 
feet from the pin. Geiss got the 
putt for the first of his three 
birdies. 

On No. 14, intending mostly to 
lay a stymie, Geiss saw a 25-foot 
putt from the back edge run 
down for another birdie win. And 
on No. 15 his eight-iron’ approach 
ran up to the rear deck of the 
terraced green and he got an- 
other birdie. 

This enabled Geiss to rub out

On Friday, delegates will drive 
to Louisiana, Mo., to inspect the 
synthetic liquid fuel plant of the 
United States Bureau of Mines. 
The plant is a coal hydrogenation’ 
operation, converting coal to gas- 
Oline and by-products.

New 
mortgages are running at the rate 
of nearly fifteen billion dollars a 
year, more than double the pre- 
war rate. Credit on autos, refrig- 
erators, etc. is likewise easy. Au- 
tomobile installment credit is 
twice the prewar level. 


No longer can it be said that 
debt is small relative to con- 
sumer income. Installment credit 
today is equal to 5.2 per cent of 
yearly personal income, the 
same as at this time in 1939. 
Auto installment debt comes to 
1.6 per cent of income versus 
1.5 per cent then. 

In Chicago, according to the 
Wall Street Journal, a group of 
department store credit managers 
met recently to discuss cutting 
down terms on hard goods from 
24 months to 18 or 15 months. 
Whether the move will get any- 
where is questionable. Easy terms

In Time of Prosperity, Prepare. 

The story is an old one. The 
young married couple buys a 
home.

ASSAIL COFFEE REPORT 


They Say U.S. Senate Group’s 
Proposals Threaten 
Economy. 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP)— 
Envoys from 14 Latin American 
countries told Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson today that the pro- 
posals made by a Senate sub- 
committee which investigated the 
rise in coffee prices seriously 
threaten Latin American econ- 
omy. 

Eleven Ambassadors and three 
charges d'affaires, calling on the 
Secretary in a body, presented a 
sharp 1300-word statement on 
the report of the subcommittee 
headed by Senator Gillette 
(Dem.), Iowa. 

The Senate group charged that 
speculators profited in last fall's 
sudden coffee price boom. It sug- 
gested a watch on activities of an 
international coffee commission 
on which this country is represent- 
ed along with Latin American na- 
tions, to head off any anti-trust 
law violations. It suggested tech- 
nical aid to “other friendly na- 
tions” seeking to increase coffee 
output. 

The statement presented to 
Acheson called the last proposal 
“most unfriendly.” 

The envoys declared that the 
Gillette committee proposals, if 
followed, would interfere with 
Latin American internal affairs 
and violate the good neighbor 
policy.. They asked for assur- 
ance that there will be no “ad- 


verse change” in U.S. policy 
toward their countries. 

They commented that their | 
nations have accepted rising | 
prices of goods from the United | 
States as a normal incident of 
world trade conditions. 

After the 15-minute session 
with Acheson, Ambassador Guil- 
lermo Sevilla Sacasa of Nicara- 
gua said the party came away 
from the Secretary’s office “with 
optimism.” Acting as spokesman 
for the callers, Sevilla Sacasa 
said Acheson offered to help in 
every way possible.

NEGRO RIGHTS RULING 
ASKED ON MISSOURI U. 


3 Denied Admission File 
Pleading in Curators’ Circuit 
Court Action. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 19— 
Three Negroes who have been de- 
nied admission as students to the 
University of Missouri joined to- 
day in the request for a declara- 
tory judgment determining Mis- 
souri law in regard to right of 
Negroes to enroll in the state 
university. 

The three, Elmer Bell Jr. and 
George Everett Horne of St. 
Louis and Gus T. Ridgel of Pop- 
lar Bluff, charged in a pleading 
filed in Cole County circuit court 
that the action of the university’s 
board of curators in denying 
them admission “because of their 
color” was in violation of the 
equal protection clause of the 
fourteenth amendment to the 
United States Constitution. 

The curators filed suft May 12 
asking the court to decide the 
circumstances, if any, under which 
the state university must admit 
Negroes. Named as technical de- 
fendants were Bell, Horne and 
Ridgel and Lincoln University, 
the state-maintained college for 
Negroes here. 

In their answer to the suit, the 
three individuals asserted they 
are qualified scholastically and in 
every other respect to enroll in 
the university, and charged that 
Missouri’s segregated school law 
and policy are unconstitutional. 

Bell and Horne seek admis- 
sion to the School of Mines and 
Metallurgy at Rolla, and Ridgel 
has applied for admission to the 
university's graduate school for 
advanced courses in economics. 
They asked the court to deter- 
mine the law in regard to the 
education of Negroes in courses 
of study available at the state 
university, but not offered at 
Lincoln. University. 

Lincoln University authorities 
also filed an answer in the suit, 
joining in the request for the rul- 
ing. They asserted Lincoln Uni- 
versity was ready and willing to 
establish the courses of ‘study 
sought by the other three de- 
fendants, but that they had not 
done so because there had been 
no previous demand for such 
courses from Negro students and 
because Lincoln University does 
not have sufficient funds for that 
purpose.

The result obviously 
will be aggravated social and po- 
litical conflict, the still further 
fall of the government’s fiscal and 
political credit, and all the con- 
sequences that can be expected 
therefrom. ;

Karl Marx first spouted to 
chums over buckets of German 


suds. 

Adolf Hitler rallied his first 
Nazi platoon in a beer hall in 
this town. : 

Last week, in a beer hall in the 
Russian sector of Berlin, I heard 
speakers tell young Communist 
leaders about the golden Red 
days ahead for the Reich. 

Here in a Munich beer hall a 
five-minute walk from Adolf’s 
cellar, I attended a meeting of 
anti-Communist ex-prisoners-of- 


war. 
Foggy With Smoke. 

When I arrived—with a local 
newsman — the Colosseum beer 
hall was foggy with smoke. Men, 
mostly in their 30s, wives and 
many small children—and fam- 
ilies of soldiers still held in Rus- 
sia—sat at long tables sipping 
heavy mugs of beer. More than 
half the men wore short, leather, 
Bavarian pants. 

A speaker’s platform was 
against one wall. “It is good we 
are not close,” said my friend. 
“They often throw mugs at the 
speaker and try to tear him 
down.” 

The audience did not look vio- 
lent. They were old-looking 
young men, faces pinched and 
drawn, legs and arms missing 
here and there, some shocking 
face wounds with obvious skin 
grafts. 

“Most here,” said my friend, 
“spent five years in the Wehr- 
macht and five in Russian camps.” 

No Working Certificates. 

Led by Max Blatt (head of the 
Association in the Interests of 
Former P.O.W.’s and Their Fami- 
lies), speaker after speaker as- 
saulted the West German govern- 
ment for failing to care properly 
for the “homecomers.” 

One said: “When we want a 
job they ask to see our last work- 
ing certificate. Last worked! 
Most of us last worked in the 
Hitler Jugend. Our youth was 
given for the Reich. Stalin is- 
sues no working certificates.” 

(Grim laughter now.) 

“We demand good pensions, job 
training, and for each factory to 
employ a percentage of ex- 
P.O.W.’s. 

The crowd beat the table tops 
with their mugs and individuals 
shouted “Jahow!l! Jahowl!” like 
members of parliament shout; 
“Hear! Hear!”

Another speaker said: ‘We are 
the forgotten scraps of defeat. 
Maybe some of our fathers were 
in another beer hall 25 years ago

block!” 

A third speaker: “German poli- 
ticians ask Washington for a new 
Wehrmacht to solve unemploy- 
ment.” (He held up his false right 
hand, covered with a tight black 
glove.) “I am.sure not 10 of us 
could pass a physical.”

Delegates to a West German 
convention were elected and the 
meeting adjourned. 

‘Closet’ Apartment. 

The crowd stayed on sipping 
beer and I talked to several. A 
man 34 years old with an im- 
perial German eagle tattooed on 
his right arm muscle, said “Hous- 
ing is worse. Our apartment— 
my wife and kid and me—is like 
a closet. Worse than any Russian 
apartment I saw during prison- 
ship when I cleared streets. 
Work? I cannot find work. 

“I get 27 marks a week unem- 
ployment dole and—listen—10 
marks a month for being one- 
third disabled.” (There are 4% 
marks to the dollar.) 

He showed me a paper issued 
by doctors when he returned last 
Christmas from Russia. Stamped 
in red was: “Unterernahrt“— 
undernourished. “Also,” he said, 
“I have tuberculosis.” . 

A younger man said: “I had a 
chance for an office job but I 
couldn't take it. No suit! I had 
to sell my only suit to buy medi- 
cine for my sick child. We three 
are in one bed under a latrine 
pipe which leaks all night.” 

Protection Demanded. 

The 34-year-old man said: “We 
need a new army. The Russians 
are dangerous criminals. We must 
be protected against our east Ger- 
man ‘brothers.’” 

“Yah! Yah!” said the younger 
man. “I think I am _ healthy 
enough to join. It would be good, 
steady work again—only work I 
know.” 

A man at the next table over- 
heard and shouted: “You are 
crazy! Do you want to go back 
to Russian prisonship.”

“A WOMAN OF DISTINCTION,” at the ST. LOUIS The- 
ater, boasts two good comedians and a good comedy idea.

Valmeyer Has a Day for Dr. Empson 


He Chose Life as Country Doctor 
in Illinois Town Almost 35 Years 
Ago; ‘Secret’ Couldn't Be Kept

VALMEYER, Ill, June 19. 

HEN Roy Empson was a 
W country boy, he made up his 

mind that when he grew up 
he would be a doctor. He grew 
up and, spurning the advantages 
of city practice, became a coun- 
try doctor. He has always been 
glad that he made the choice and 
now he is doubly glad because, 
after nearly 35 years of service 
in the little town of Valmeyer, 
his people have honored him with 
an expression of their gratitude 
and affection. On “Dr. Empson 
day” they came bearing gifts and 
speaking their praise, heartening 
him to go on being a country doc- 
tor as long as he lives. 

Roy Empson was born and 
raised down around Harrisburg, 
Ill. The hero of his boyhood 
was his uncle, M. D. Empsor, 
doubly identifiable as a doctor by 
having M. D. as his initials and 
M.D. as his title. It was Roy’s 
considered opinion that his Uncle 
M. D. was the best doctor in the 
world, in whose footsteps he 
would proudly follow. After grad- 
uation from Washington Univer- 
sity and two years’ internship at 
the St. Louis City Hospital, he 
had an opportunity to make his 
start as assistant to a city doctor, 
but he turned away from it be- 
cause the country -was calling 
him. At Smithton, a village near 
Belleville, he began. He didn’t 
do very well there. It was too 
close to Belleville and Smithton 
had another doctor, which made 
it one too many. So after two 
years he came home and bought 


‘the practice of Dr. John P. Mil- 


ler, who was turning specialist 
and wasted a wider field. 

It was on Feb. 16, 1916, that 
Roy George Empson became Val- 
meyer’s only doctor, the only one 
for 15 miles north, south and east 
and as far west as the Mississippi 
river, two and a half miles, for 
Valmeyer lies at the foot of the 
bluffs at the edge of the Ameri- 
can bottoms. 

He was a horse and buggy doc- 
tor in those days, keeping two 
horses to drag him over the mud 
roads by day and night, wherever 
duty called him. On the hills and 
up and down the bottoms his rig 
could be seen far away and folks 
would say, “Here comes Doc Emp- 
son.” Now with autgmobiles and 
good roads it is different. As he 
whizzes by folks say. “There goes 
Doc. Empson.” In that and other 
ways life has changed. around 
Valmeyer in 34 years. 

Now Doc Empson is 65 years

down a bit. Somebody said the 
people ought to do something to 
show their appreciation of a man 
like that. .

Auxiliary took it up and began to 
work on a Dr. Empson day. 

The plans were well under way 
before Dr. Empson knew a thing 
about it. Then one day he was 
calling on an old couple out of 
town a way, looking after their 
infirmities, and one of them said: 
“Doc, do you know there’s going 
to be a big blowout for you in 
June?” 

Doc said he didn’t know about 
it, and how did they know about 
it? They had found a notice in 
their letter box. It was around 
the house somewhere but they 
couldn't find it. A little doubtful, 
or at least simulating skepticism, 
Doc Empson said it was funny he 
hadn’t received a notice. They

Ten days later, though, he was 
calling on one of his patients up 
on the hill and she said: “Well, 
Doc, have a good time at your 
celebration.” He said, “Thank 
you, Rosy,” not letting on, think- 
ing that if something of the kind 
was coming up Rosy should be 
there because she was the first 
twin that he brought into the 
world after he came to Valmeyer.

T began to look like there really 
| was something in the air, but 

Doc Empson was not one to 
speak out of his turn. Like a good 
doctor should, he would keep it as 
a professional secret. 

Then 10 days later,- when the 
doctor was out on a call, Clifford 
Asselmeyer, president of the le- 
gion, and Mrs. Helen Ahrens, 
president of the auxiliary, came 
to see Mrs. Empson, inquiring in 
their best conspirational manner 
about the names and addresses of 
doctors elsewhere who were to be 
invited to the celebration. She 
couldn’t give them the informa- 
tion without asking the doctor, so 
they said all right; he would find 
out sooner or later anyway. They 
told her all about it. On the first 
Sunday in June there was going 
to be a Dr. Empson day. She told 
her husband when he came home 
and he, no longer hindered by 
ethical considerations, admitted 


that he had known about it for 
some time. 

Came the day and folks say it 
was the biggest event in the whole 
history of Valmeyer. First there 
was a banquet at the community. 
high school for visiting doctors 
and their wives and guests. Robert 
J. Althoff was toastmaster. Dr. 
Robert Sondag, head of the Jack- 
son County Public Health Depart- 
ment, a native of Valmeyer, who 
was encouraged by Dr. Empson to 
enter the profession, was the 
speaker. Miss Ruth Althoff sang 
“The Lord’s Prayer.” 

The public program started 
with a parade of “Dr. Empson 
babies,” of whom from first to 
last there have been about 1500. 


The exercises were held on the’ 


high school grounds. Dr. Sondag 
presided. Dr. Joseph Werth of 
Waterloo, president of the Monroe 
County Medical Association, pre- 
sented a medical kit, gift of the 
association. Dr. Andy Hall of 
Mount Vernon, chosen “physician 
of the year” by the Illinois Medi- 
cal Association and the American 
Medical Association, delivered the 
address. Leroy Ahrens presented 
as the gifts of the people an auto- 
mobile and a matched luggage set 
and there were flowers from the 
Dr. Empson babies.” 

Dr. Empson promised: “As long 
as I have your prayers and my 
ability to serve I will carry on.” 

While the high school band 
played, the people passed by Dr. 
Empson, shaking his hand and 
thanking him for all that he had 
done for them. “God bless all of 
you,” said Dr. Empson in benedic- 
tion.

In 
Valmeyer and the country round- 
about, as far as Fults, Warnock 
and Waterloo, the people had 
been very good to him. They 
were friends as well as patients. 
That was what counted in life 
rather than the greater gains of 
city practice. 
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R. EMPSON, favorably lo- 
[)catea, has had fewer hardships 

and adventures than many 
country doctors. He has had only 
one road accident. That was when 
he hit a curve too fast and his car 
turned bottom side up in the 
ditch. He has been a busy man all 
these years, but he feels that he 
has been able to provide his peo- 
ple with adequate treatment and 
care. Hospital and research facili- 
ties have been available at Belle- 
ville, East St. Louis and St. Louis, 
where he has sent patients requir- 
ing more than he could give. For 
this reason he has never had to 
perform “kitchen table surgery.” 


With good doctors in other 
towns at the periphery of his 
practicing area, he feels that 
country people in this part of 
southern Illinois have adequate 
medical care.

Not socialized medicine, he feels. 
Some Government help, perhaps, 
like assisting in the construction 
of more and better hospitals. The 
country needs those.

Dr. and Mrs. Empson have three 
sons, but they have not become 
country doctors.

Next, since 
he failed to do this he should have 
taken advantage of his excellent 
luck by redoubling three no-trump 
when East so unwisely doubled 
that contract. The way North 
should have reasoned was just 
this: That if South had opened the 
bidding with one no-trump, North 
would have had a_supersound 
raise to three no-trump; and since 
South’s actual one no-trump over- 
call was in the same category 
as an original one no-trump bid, 
North should have acted in the 
same way. His two-diamond take- 
out was really a weak bid, and 
North’s hand was anything but 
weak!

How It Started

“Vindicate” and “Vengeance.” 


ODAY, when a man speaks of 
T “vindicating” himself he re- 

fers to the determination to 
clear himself; not to take ven- 
geance. It is in the latter sense, 
however, that the word “vindi- 
cate” started. 
“Vindicate” is from the Latin 
“vindicatus,” from “vindicare,” 
which was “to lay claim to, 
to defend, to avenge.” When 
Pope wrote “The birds of heaven 
shall vindicate their grain,” he 
used “vindicate” in the primary 
sense of “to lay claim to.” And 
this idea of defense of asserting 
a right to, persisted in English 
literature after the idea of ven- 
geance became obsolete. 

However, vengeance was so in- 
herent in the sense of “vindicate” 
that in Elizabethan times there 
was nothing unusual about the 
idea of vindicating—punishing— 
infidelity! 

All this becomes more clear 
when you consider the derivation 
of the word “vengeance” itself, 
for it has a common origin with 
the now innocuous “vindicate’— 
out of “vindicare.” It is interest- 
ing to rationalize, as the reader 
can for himself, how “vindicate” 
can contain the inherent idea of 
vengeance and still stand for only 
the simple idea of “justification,” 
which it now represents. 

The story is enriched by con- 
sideration. of “avenge,” which 
shares the connotation “re- 
venge,” that is the idea of punish-
